Tribunal Puts 
'Freedom' First 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled unconstitu­ 
tional today a section of the 
Subversive 
Activities 
Control 
Act that denies passports to 
members of officially designa­ 
ted Communist organizations. 
Justice Arthur J. Goddberg, 
speaking for the court majority, 
said that the section “too broad­ 
ly and indiscriminately restricts 
the right to travel and hereby 
abridges the liberty guaranteed” 
by the Constitution. 
The decision was given on ap­ 
peals 
by 
Elizabeth 
Gurley 
Flynn, national chairman of the 
Communist party of the United 
States, and Dr. Herbert Apthek- 
er, editor of “Political Affairs.” 
a party organ. 
Justice Tom C. Clark wrote a 
dissenting opinion, in which jus­ 
tices John M. Harlan and Byr­ 
on R. White joined. The vote 
thus was 6-3. 
Goldberg’s 
majority opinion 
said “we believe that appel­ 
lants in this case (Mrs. Flynn 
and Aptheker) should not be 
required to assume the burden 
of demonstrating that Congress 
could have written a statute 
w h i c h might constitutionally 
have prohibited their travel.” 
The section, as written, can 
not stand, he said. 
Freedom of association, Gold­ 
berg said, is itself guaranteed 
by the First Amendment, so 
‘restrictions imposed upon the 
right to travel cannot be dis­ 
missed by asserting that the 
right could be fully exercised if 
the individual would first yield 
up his membership in a given 
association.” 
Mrs. Flynn, who made an 
eight-month tour of Communist 
countries in 1960, and Aptheker 
were notified in 1962 that their 
passports were revoked. They 
sued in U.S. District Court here 
to have the passports reissued 
and asked that the law be de­ 
clared unconstitutional. 
The District Court upheld the 
section as a reasonable protec­ 
tion against “the threat posed 
by the world Communist move 
ment.”

$84.6 Million Paid Out In Ohio City Income Tax 


E ditor's Note: Following is 
the first of two articles back 
grounding in use of the per­ 
sonal income tax by m unicipa­ 
lities in Ohio. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—The 
incom e tax is here to stay as a 
revenue source for Ohio m uni­ 
cipalities 
unless 
citizens are 
willing to do without services 
they now are receiving. 
That was the consensus of an 
Associated P ress survey am ong 
municipalities w here last year 
Ohioans shelled out a record 
$84.6 
million 
in 
city 
income 
taxes. 
The total represented a boost 


from 1962 of more than S14 m il-1 
lion, part of it accounted for by 
Akron 
which 
collected 
more 
than $7 million in the first year 
of its one per cent levy. 
Ohio municipal officials whose 
cities rely on the tax to h elp ; 
replenish their coffers general-! 
ly agree that it has or is becom­ 
ing indispensable. 
“ Without it, the city of Lima 
would be dead,” commented an 
official in the Allen County com ­ 
munity. 
In Dayton, a city official ex­ 
pressed 
a similar view. ‘‘We 
wouldn't be able to operate,” he 
said. 
Columbus 
officials 
agreed, 


noting that the Ohio capital gets 
more than half of its revenue 
from its one per cent income i 
tax. 
In 1959, 
latest year for 
which figures were 
available. 
51.5 per cent of the Columbus’ 
revenues come from the tax. 
The 
Ohio 
Municipal League 
supplied 
figures 
showing 
the 
increased reliance of municipal­ 
ities on the tax which is limited 
by state law to one per cent 
unless approved by 55 per cent 
of a city's voters. 
Among cities imposing the tax 
Middletown 
was 
among cities 
collecting the lowest percentage 
of total revenue—about 30 per 
cent from its three-fifths of one 


per cent levy. 
The village of St. Bernard m 
Hamilton County received 63.1 
per 
cent of its revenue from 
the income tax, highest in the 
state. 
Cleveland is the only major 
Ohio city (100,000 or more popu­ 
lation) which has not enacted a 
tax. Officials said this was due 
in large part to the city's more 
favorable property tax valua­ 
tions. 
At present, 84 Ohio munici­ 
palities (including 19 villages) 
rely on the income tax to help 
foot the bill for city services. 
This is less than half of the 
state’s approximately 200 cities 


of 5,000 or more population. 
However, it may be noted that 
the first such tax in Ohio was 
levied by Toledo only 18 years 
ago. Toledo was the second in 
the nation to impose the tax, 
following 
Philadelphia 
which 
enacted its tax in 1939. 
After Toledo led the way in 
Ohio in 1946, Columbus, Spring­ 
field. and Youngstown followed 
in 1948. Dayton and Warren en­ 
tered the field in 1948, and Cin­ 
cinnati followed in 1954 
John G o t h e r man Jr., re­ 
search director of the Ohio Mu­ 
nicipal League, said he believes

“For one thing, there has been 
a lack of organized opposition.1 
Citizens have been able to see 
the improvements made possi­ 
ble by their tax dollars,” he 
said.

In House Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
final stage of the year long bat 
tie to pass a civil rights bill 
opens in the House today with 
Southern foes determined to de­ 
lay its final approval for anoth­ 
er week. 
The opponents are down to 
Uieir last round of ammunition, 
however, and Speaker John W. 
McCormack has promised Pres­ 
ident Johnson the bill will be 
at the White House by July 4. 
With the action shifted back 
to the House, Hie Senate digs 
into an enormous backlog of 
legislation built up during the 
historic 83-day debate over the 
civil rights bill. Scheduled for 
action this week are bills appro­ 
priating funds to run the In­ 
terior, Treasury and Post Of­ 
fice 
departments 
during 
the 
coming fiscal year. 
The delay 
in 
bringing the 
sweeping, Senate - passed civil 
rights bill to a final vote in the 
House is made possible by a re­ 
quirement that the House Rules 
Committee approve a resolution 
sending it to the floor. 
Chairman Howard W. Smith, 
D-Va., who opposes the bill, can 
olock action on the resolution 
simply by refusing to call 
meeting. He can hold out only 
for a week, 
however, 
as the 
rules permit a majority of the 
committee to schedule a meet­ 
ing within seven days of re­ 
questing one, if the chairman 
fails to act. 
The request is to be made to­ 
day, as soon as the Senate bill 
is sent over to the House. A bi­ 
partisan majority of the com­ 
mittee is expected to force a 
meeting by June 30 or July I. 
House action is necessary be­ 
cause the Senate substituted a 
bipartisan package for the bill 
approved four months ago by 
the House. In general, the two 
versions are virtually alike. The 
Senate 
bill 
gives 
states 
and 
cities more time to deal with 
complaints. 
The Senate bill is the strong­ 
est of its kind in the last cen­ 
tury. It bans racial discrimina­ 
tion in most public places; bans 
major 
employers 
and 
unions 
from discriminating racially in 
jobs or membership; bars vote 
registrars from using different 
standards in disqualifying white 
and Negro voting applicants; 
gives the attorney general pow­ 
er to initiate suits in school 
desegregation 
and 
other dis­ 
crimination cases; permits the 
cut-off of funds to federally aid­ 
ed programs where racial dis­ 
crimination is allowed to con­ 
tinue. 
Once the bill gets to the floor, 
its 
passage 
is 
certain.

Presently, 95 per cent of all 
the operating t r a n s i t com­ 
panies are privately owned and 
operated and that hardly sug­ 
gests the existence of a problem 
of federal responsibility,” t h e 
Ohio lawmaker continued. 
“ For the almost 97 per cent 
of our transit systems that are 
all bus systems, the problems 
are supportable route and time 
schedules, reservation of lanes
